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Travel Receipts 
Told for Collin 


Collin County received $7,754,200 of 
the S tate’s $6,075,952,000 travel 
receipts in 1976, a national study 
commissioned by the Texas Tourist 
Development Agency has disclosed. 
In addition to gross receipts, the 
study found that Collin County in 1976 
had 237 of the state’s 227,258 travel- 
related jobs with an annual payroll of 
$1,400,100. 
It also estimated $308,300 in state 
and $56,700 in local taxes were paid by 
county visitors in 1976. 
The study was done by the U.S. 
Travel Data Center in Washington, 
D.C., an independent travel research 
organization funded jointly by public 
and private sectors. 
It was based on the Center’s Travel 
Economic Impact Model which 
breaks out a state’s share of the 
national travel market on a county- 
by-county basis. 
The model measures the economic 
impact of all travel involving over­ 
night trips away from home, and day 
trips at least IOO miles or more from 
home. Thus it includes travel by 
Texans as well as out-of-state visitors, 
for all purposes. 
It 
includes estim ates of the 


tra v e le r’s spending at home in 
preparation for the trip, his spending 
en route, and that at his destination. 
Basic data for the model comes 
from the National Travel Survey, 
conducted every five years by the U.S. 
Census Bureau, and from the Center’s 
own National Travel Expenditure 
Model. 


It was the latter which estimated 
that in 1975 Texas had dislodged New 
York for third place in the nation’s 
travel industry. The 1976 figures, 
however, show Texas back in fourth 
place behind California, Florida, and 
New York. 


“We’re pleased that travel research 
techniques have finally developed to 
the point that states can determine 
where, within their boundaries, travel 
dollars are spent and travel-related 
jobs exist,” said Frank Hildebrand, 
executive director of the Texas 
Tourist Development Agency. 
“Now we can trace travel’s con­ 
siderable economic impact on a 
county-to-county 
basis, 
observe 
changing patterns annually, and help 
direct the rapid growth of this 
burgeoning industry.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) —The nation 
may have to make some hard choices 
in the next fiv years as to which goals 
— full employment, a balanced 
budget 
or 
new 
government 
programs—it wants most, the head of 
the Congressional Budget Office said 
today. 
Alice Rivlin told Congress’ Joint 
Economic Committee that only under 
the “ most optim istic’’ economic 
assumptions could all those goals be 
achieved at once. 
In order to begin making such 
choices, she said, Congress should 
begin setting federal budget targets 
several years ahead. 
CBO, a research arm of Congress, 
released a report looking at the fiscal 
years 1979 through 1983. 
Because of the progressive nature 
of the federal income tax, which keeps 
putting everyone in higher brackets, 
she said, the amount of money the 
government takes out of the economy 
during that period will rise faster than 
the amount it puts back in the form of 
wages, purchases and payments to 
individuals. 
Unless policies are changed, the 
report said, this will exert a “fiscal 
ra g ’’ interfering with economic 
growth and efforts to reduce unem­ 
ployment. 
Under 
moderate 
economic 
assumptions, Mrs. Rivlin estimated 
that $115 billion in additional budget 
stimulus—tax cuts or spending in­ 
creases — would be needed by 1983 to 


offset that drag. 
In turn, that would mean a budget 
deficit of $19 billion in 1983, under 
moderate assumptions as to per­ 
formance of the non-federal economy, 
she said. 
The further the nation wants to 
reduce unemployment, she indicated, 
the harder it will be to balance *he 
budget. 
CBO suggested Congress could 
freeze federal spending as a per­ 
centage of gross national product, or 
could provide automatic tax cuts 
geared to inflation. 
CBO’s look ahead showed several 
things that will happen to federal 
programs by 1983 if current policies 
are unchanged: 
—Defense will rise from 24 percent 
of govenment spending to 25 percent. 
—Payments to individuals will rise 
from 32 percent to 36 percent, largely 
because of increases in the number of 
Social 
Security 
and 
M edicare 
beneficiaries. 
—Grants to state and local govern­ 
ments will fall from 12 to IO percent as 
some countercy-clical program s 
phase out. 
—Individual income taxes will rise 
from 44 percent of federal revenues to 
52 percent. 
—Corporate income taxes would 
remain a little over 14 percent of 
revenues. 
— Social insurance taxes would fall 
from 
31 
percent to 30 percent, 
assum ing enactm ent of pending 
Social Security legislation.

Israel ‘Must Soften’ : Egypt’s Sadat

CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) - Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat is challenging 
Israel to make a concession in the 
long-deadlocked Middle East dispute 
in response to his peace mission to 
Jerusalem. 
Sadat said Sunday Israel “must 
soften its position, or they will be 


uncovered before the whole world” at 
the Cairo peace talks, scheduled to 
begin Dec. 14 


In an hourlong interview with UPI 
and Britain’s Independent Television 
News, Sadat said Israel must “face 
the consequences” if it stands by its 
flat refusal to withdraw from all 


occupied Arab lands and allow the 
establishment of a Palestinian state. 
Asked whether this meant the 
verbal nonaggression pact made with 
Israel 
in his milestone visit 
to 
Jerusalem last month might be in 
jeopardy, Sadat said: 
“For sure. Right, right, right. They 
(the Israelis) should come to Cairo 


with 
the answer 
(to my peace 
initiative) in their pockets,” Sadat 
said. 


In a further indication of the im­ 
portance Sadat attaches to the parley, 
Egypt named a m inisterial-level 
delegation to the talks. Israel’s team 
is below ministerial level. 
Students Finding Goals, 
Themselves In Co-op 
Agriculture Businesses Aid Program

Giving students a taste of 
different kinds of work is one 
of the major attributes of the 
c o o p e ra tiv e 
tr a in in g 
programs offered at Plano 
Senior High School, ac­ 
cording to Hugh Gibson, 
instructor-coordinator of the 
agriculture 
cooperative 
education program. 
In 
the 
agriculture 
co o p erativ e 
p ro g ram , 
students go to school for one- 
half day and work for one- 
half day in agriculturally 
related businesses. 
Gibson, in his first year at 
PSHS, has placed students in 
jobs in horticulture, nur­ 
series, landscaping, horse 
ranches 
and 
stables, 
veternarian 
clinics 
and 
farms. Also some of the 38 
students work 
in 
m eat 


packing processing, meat 
markets, grocery stores and 
egg production. 
“'Hirough the cooperative 
training programs, students 
get a real feel of different 
kinds of work. It gives them 
an opportunity to find out if 
they are interested in a field 
or not,’’ the instructor 
pointed out. 
“After all, when you’re 
looking through a glass at a 
cake, it looks pretty good. 
But when you bite into it it 
sometimes is different than 
we 
expected,” 
Gibson 
surmised. 
In 
the 
agriculture 
c o o p erativ e 
education 
program junior and seniors 
are 
enrolled 
in 
three 
academic subjects as well as 
attending 
one 
hour 
cooperative training in­ 
struction 
and working a 
minimum of 15 hours. 


In his class session Gibson 
explores general concepts 
related to business such as 
work attitudes, 
how 
to 
prepare for an interview and 
“just about anything to help 
prepare 
youngsters 
for 
trying to find a job.” 
Students 
divide 
into 
clusters to receive more 
individualized training in 
areas related to their fields 
of employement. 
On their jobs, students 
learn skills from 
their 
employers as well as ex­ 
periencing work in a real life 
situation. 
“So far I have been able to 
keep everyone placed in a 
job, but there are probably a 
great number of possibilities 
for employment that I’m not 
aware of,” the new teacher 
said. 
Some 
students 
need 
financial support and this 


program allows students to 
stay in school and make a 
living at the same time, the 
teacher pointed out. 
Gibson said that more and 
more girls are beginning to 
become involved in this coop 
program. Eight of the 38 
students involved now are 
girls and several who are 
working as veterinarians 
assistants have expressed 
intentions of studying to 
becom e 
v e te rin a ria n s 
because of the experiences 
they have 
had 
in 
this 
program. 


“The main goal of the 
program is to get students 
‘founded’. Whether a student 
chooses to go to college or 
not, he has at least found an 
occupation It gives students 
a 
basis 
and 
working 
knowledge of what they want 
to do,” Gibson concluded.

servation, such as a review 
of a study proving waste 
from poultry houses could 
provide a source of energy 
and fertilizer and solve

h o s p ita ls , 
residential consumers and

battle.” 
As long as Texans have 
enough money to pay their 
bills, they will hesitate to 
conserve voluntarily, he 
said, but the EES program 
hopes to change that at­ 
titude.

“Our basic philosophy is 
that until it hits the people 
hard enough in their pocket 
books or until the govern­ 
ment mandates that ‘you 
will do this,’ it is very dif­ 
ficult to get them to pay 
attention.” 
However, 
the 
EES 
program has been effective 
and has gotten private 
residents and businesses 
interested in conserving 
fuel, Perrine said. 
“We get a lot of questions 
from people in the mail and 
several new spapers ask 
questions for their ‘Action 
Line’ columns,” he said. 
One of the points for 
homeowners the EES has 
been stressing is home in­ 
sulation, which can provide 
a $2 return on every $1 added 
to the mortgage for in­ 
sulation costs, he said. 
Although Texas’ physical 
size and large population 
precludes the distribution of 
energy conservation plans to 
all possible target audien­ 
ces, the EES will conduct 
several statewide programs 
and will establish five local 
energy extension offices to 
conduct local and area 
program s, including lec­ 
tures and demonstrations. 
The five area offices — in 
Dallas, 
Houston, 
San 
Antonio, El Paso and Lub­ 
bock — will deliver services 
to

Some 400 men and women 
lend a helping hand to Plano 
art teachers on a regular 
basis as volunteers in the 
Plano Independent School 
D istrict's elem entary art 
program 
Art is instructed at all 
elementary levels by the 
regular classroom teachers, 
explained Ree McKenzie 
who 
coordinates 
the 
elementary art program in 
Plano. These volunteers act 
in supportive roles to the 
classroom teachers 
Talented artists are called 
on to volunteer as com­ 
munity resource persons to 
go into the classroom and 
share their talents with the 
students as guest lecturers 
and demonstrators. 
“We are very fortunate to 
have so many talented 
professional artists living in 
Plano,” 
Mrs. 
McKenzie 
noted. 
Other volunteers who are 
not necessarily talented 
artists but who do have a 
desire to donate time to the 
art program are asked to 
assist 
the 
teachers 
in 
preparing the materials for 
the art classes. 
They serve a useful pur­ 
pose by performing simple 
tasks such as mixing paint, 
firing the kiln, cutting paper 
and mixing clay and any 
other duties that the teacher 
might assign to them. 
“These volunteers make it 
possible for the teachers to 
provide 
m ore 
art 
ex­ 
periences for the children 
because the parents serve as 
‘helping 
hands’ 
to 
the 
teacher,” the art coor­ 
dinator emphasized. 
She also stressed that 
these mothers and fathers 
who work in the classes on a 
weekly basis do not have to 
be qualified professional 
artists and are not placed in 
teaching type situations. 
To best correlate the 
services that can be con­ 
tributed by the art volun­ 
teers, there is one art 
volunteer coordinator per 
building and a volunteer 
grade coordinator at each 
level. The building coor­ 
dinators meet once a month 


with Mrs McKenzie at the 
Administration Building 
“The program is really 
beneficial 
because 
the 
volunteers are willing to 
share their time in order to 
help provide more art ex­ 
periences for the kids,” Mrs. 
McKenzie expressed 
“ It 
also is a means by which the 
parents get involved with 
their child and the school. It 
opens 
com m unications 
between the school and the 
home.” 
The curriculum guide for 
the elementary art program 
is written by the art coor­ 
dinator, a com m ittee of 
classroom teachers and 
members of the Fine Arts 
Council. 
“Art is not graded at the 
elem entary level,” Mrs. 
McKenzie explained. “Each 
child is allowed to excel as 
much as he can. This makes 
for a comfortable situation 
between the teacher, parent 
and the child.” 
The art volunteer program 
has been very successful in 
Plano since it was piloted in 
1975. However, the number 
of persons involved this year 
is down over the number last 
year. 
Mrs. McKenzie attributes 
the decrease to the fact there 
are just more opportunities 
available in the schools and 
community for persons who 
are interested in doing 
volunteer work. 


“Many people just don’t 
realize that I am the only 
paid art educator in the 
elementary art program,” 
the coordinator said.

Hank Jr. No Longer Like Dad 
After Arizona Mountain Fall

CULLMAN, Ala. (UPI) — 
Two 
y ears 
ago, 
Hank 
W illiam s J r. survived a 
terrible fall from a mountain 
near Wisdom, Ariz. Now, 
there’s no more living with 
the past for the son of a 
country music idol. 
"Just before the fall I was 
doing what everybody else 
wanted me to do,” he said. 
"I was programmed to dress 
like daddy, sing like daddy 
and act like daddy. It was 
hell.” 
"People came to see me 
because 
I 
was 
Hank 
Williams’ son. Now, it feels 
real good when people ap­ 
plaud me because of my own 
work and style.” 


HanK Williams died at 29 
after becoming a singing 
sensation with a string of 
hits that included 
"Your 
Cheatin H eart,” ‘T il 
So 
Lonesome I Could Cry,” and 
"You Win Again.” His son 
almost died at 27 when he fell 
while mountain climbing. 
"I went down about 490 
feet and hit a boulder. The 
doctors said I wouldn’t live, 
but I fooled them. I was out 
of the hospital in 15 days.” 
W illiam s, 
29, 
who 
d escribes him self 
as 
a 
hunting and fishing freak, 
has had eight operations 
since the August, 1975 fall. 
Every bone in Williams’ face 
was broken and most of the 
operations were aimed at

"Right after the fall my 
mouth was wired up and the 
first thing I wanted to know 
was would I be able to hunt 
again,” he said while sitting 
am ong his hundreds of 
hunting trophies. "I thought 
it was stupid to ask if I could 
sing again.” 
Williams was back singing 
in May of 1976 and continued 
to complete the transition to 
being what he described as 
his own man. 
He still considers himself a 
hunting and fishing freak 
and has moved to a newly 
built home in a wooded, 
secluded area near this 
northwest Alabama 
town. 
"Nashville 
had

like Hollywood. I just wanted 
to get away and be around 
people that understand m e.”

Vinegar cleans steam irons

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY—Please tell me what to use to clean 
a steam iron.—FREDA.
